HE following Sermon is 
upon an Argument, which 
requires exact Truth, as well 
as an honeſt Meaning to der 
fend it: On both theſe Accounts [ 
beg your Grace's Patronage, as I am 
ſure you are a proper, Judge of both, 

As to the Truth of what I charge 
upon the Principles and Practices of 
Popery; your Grace is ſo well verſed 
in the Auchentick Acts, the Canon» 
Law and Councils of that Church ; 
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id knows ſo well how ſaitable their 
chaviour has been to the Maxims 
drawn from thence, whenever they 
have had room to ſhew theraſelves ; 
that Ido with Chearfulneſs ſubmit to 
your Grace's Cenſure, whether I have 
done their Religion any Injuſtice. 
And if I bave not, Im ſure you will 
judge it very requiſite, that the com- 
mon Body of Proteſtants in theſe 
Kingdoms ſhould be given to under- 
ſtand, what dangerous Enemies too 
many of them look ſo kindly upon. 

There was a time, my Lord, (which 
your Grace's moſt learned and uſeful 
Writings againſt Popery, with thoſe 
of other great Divines, did very ſignally 
diſtinguiſh, and very ſealonably. en- 
lighten;) when the People had Ap- 
prehenſions, ſuch as became them, both 


of the Errors in Doftrine, the bloody 


and inſolent Spirit of the Church of 


Rome, and the Neceflity of loſing our 
Civil Liberties to make Way for its 
Eſtabliſhment. But thirty Years Safe- 
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xy ſince the Revolution, has fo far 


worn out thele Impreſſions, and the 


Papiſts have all the while ſo artfully 


.managed our Engliſh Good Nature a- 


gainſt our Engliſh Good Senſe and Ex- 
perience, that the pernicious Principles 
of Popery are forgot amongſt abun- 
dance of us; and the Perſons and 
Intereſts of thoſe that profeſs it, or that 
are kindly affected towards it, favour- 
ed with a very viſible Partiality, even in 
ſome Courts of Juſtice, as well as in 
private Converſation. | 
It is not hard to imagine what this too 
tender Notion of Popery and Papiſts 
may end in upon Occaſion. And yet 
I am far from aiming in any thing l 
preach or ſay, to ſtir up a Spirit of Per- 
ſecution againſt them: but I would have 
them better known by us than to be 
either truſted or careſſed, that they may 
not impoſe upon ps till they have an 
Opportunity to undo us. And there- 
fore, I thought it concerned me, on 
ſuch- a proper Day for it, to repreſent 
of, them

| them what they really are; that Pro- 
teſtants who incline to favour them may 
be undeceived, and expect no more Chri- 
ſtianity in them, and no better Uſage from 
them, than they are like to find. 

I do moſt heartily wiſh Your Grace 
may long remain an Ornament to that 
important Station you are in, to the 
Glory as well as Benefit of our eftabliſh- 
ed Church; that his Majeſty may long 
enjoy the Prudence and Temper of 
your Counſels; and your ſelf all that 
Health and worldly Happineſs which 
the Providence of God ſees beſt for 
you. And wich theſe good Wiſhes 1 
beg Leave to ſubſcribe my ſelt,

And when it was Day, certain of the Jews 
banded together, and bound themſelves 
under a Curſe, ſaying, that they would 
neither eat nor drink, till they had halled 
Paul. 


E have here, and in the 

Aa following Verſes, an Ac- 
count of a bloody and 
villanous Conſpiracy a- 
gainſt St. Paul. It is not 
indeed in all Particulars 
| parallel to that helliſh 
Treaſon, for our Deliverance -from which 
we have now been prailing God; and 
which (except the Crucifixion of our Saviour, 
the greateſt Wickedneſs that ever was com- 
mitted upon Earth) has nothing that comes 
near to equal it, in any Hiſtory, ancient ot 
modern, lacred or civil, fo fat as % Reading 
B carries 
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carries me. But there are ſome Circumſtan- 
ces, however, in this Plot againſt St. Paul, 
which lead me to make Uſe of the Text 
that relates it upon this Occaſion. 

The Story, as recorded in the As of the 
Apoſtles, is thus. St. Paul being commiſſion- 
ed by Chriſt to preach the Goſpel to the 
Gentile or Heathen Nations, as well as to the 
Jews, diſcharged his Office accordingly ; and 
by the ſame Avthority inſtrücted them, 
that the Law of Moſes was aboliſhed by 
the Death of Chrilt; and therefore Chri- 
{tians were neither bound to Circumciſion, 
nor Sacrifices, nor. the other Ceremonial 
Obſervances of that Law. Now the Jews, 
exccedingly proud of their Deſcent from 
Abraham, and the Covenant which God had 
made with Him, and with his Seed, had 
the Vanity to think, that themſelves, not 
only had beer in Times paſt, but always 
were to be rh? only true Church; excluding 
all Gentiles from the Favour of God, ex- 
cept ſuch of them as would embrace the 
Law of Ales, which their blind Zeal made 
them ſancy was an, eternal Law, obliging 
to the End obthe World, Enflamed againſt 
St. Paul upon ſuch Accounts as theſe, they 
_ rated a Mob upon him when he came to 
Jeruſalem ; and thought (like furious Bigots) 
they ſhouid have done God good Service, 
1 they could have killed him (as they en- 
deavourec) hen. But being reſcued out of 

their 
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their Hands by the Roman Garriſon, he was 
brought the next Day before the Great 
Council of the Jews to be examined: and 
having made his Defence there, and a new 
Tumult ariſing, the Captain of the Guard 
reſcued him a Second Time, and: preſerved 
him in fake Cuſtody. Impatient of this 
Diſappointment, (for nothing but his Blood 
would fatisfie them) above Forty Perſons 
conſpired together, and bound themſelves 
under a Curſe, that they would neicher ear 
nor drink til] they had killed him; and ac- 
quainting the chief Prieſts and Elders. (the 
Heads of their Church) with this bloody 
Vow, it was approved by them ; and the 
Matter. fo contrived, that the Chief Prieſts 
{ſhould ſend to have him a brought be- 
fore them, to be re-examined; and in the 
Way as he ſhould be coming, theſe Villains 
were to ſet upon him and murder him. 
But it pleafed God, that a Youth, who was 
St. Paul's Siſter's Son, overheard their De- 
ſign, and diſcovered it preſently to his 
Uncle, and to the Chief Captain, or Com- 
mandant of the Caſtle, who took Care to 
convey him away by Night, with a itrong 
Guard, to Cæſarea, and fo defeated their 
wicked Expectations. 

In this Story, *tis worth our. while to 
obſerve, 

(1.) That the Conſpiracy againſt St. Paul 
proceeded from a blind Zeal tor Religion; 
| B 2 at

at leaſt for the Outſide of it, the Ceremonies 
of the Law of Moſes, and the Honour of 
the Jewiſh Charch, The like Principle mov- 
ed the wicked Conſpirators in the Treaſon 
of this Day. They were exceedingly zea- 
lous for the Ceremonies and Doctrines of 
Popery, the Authority of the Biſhop of 
Rome, and the Honour and Intereſt of that 
Church: and upon this Foot, ſtript them- 
ſelves ſo far of the common Tendernefs of human 
Nat ure, and forgot fo far that Charity which 
is the Spirit of 4d Religion, as to deſign 
the Murder of a Proteſtant King, and his 
whole Parliament with him, to make way 
for the Re-eſtabliſhment of Popery in theſe 
Nations. Religion is i its ſelf, the beſt 
Cauſe in the World; and Zeal ſor it, a moſt 
worthy Affection: but when the Religion 
contended for, is not of God's appointing, 
(as that of the Jews no longer was, when 
Chriſt had put an End to their Legal Ob- 
ſervances by his Death; and that of the 
Papiſts at this Day as certainly ever was, 
being either not countenanced by the Scri- 
ptures, or directly contrary thereto ;) I ſay, 
when ſach a Religion (or Mill morſbip rather) 
is contended ſor, the Zeal, being placed on 
a wrong Object, is but a blind and head- 
itrong Error, a riding full-ſpeed out of the 
Way, a Zeal without Knowledge, or an 
ignorant Fury rather than a Zeal. And 
whether the Religion contended tor, be a 
rue 
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true Religion, or not; when Zeal runs intq 
ſuch Methods to | rugs it, as God abhors, 
and all true Religion condemns, (fuch as 
Murders, Treaſons, and the like) that Zeal 
is a downright Madneſs, or at heſt a grois 
Abſardity : for cutting the Throat of (Cha- 
rity to propagate Religion, is ſerving the De- 
wil for God's Sate; or thinking to do God 
an Honour, by breaking his Command- 
ments. Chriſt has made Charity the diſtin- 
guiſhing Baage and Character of his Religion: 
and therefore, ſuch deluded Chriſtians as 
are poſſeſſed with the fierce and bloody 
Spirit of Popery, we may well reproach, 
as He did his two Diſciples, who would 
have called for Fire from Heaven upon the 
Samaritans ; Te know not what Manner of Spirit 
ye are of; for the Son of Man is not come to 


deſtroy Mens Lives, but to [ave them, Luke 


IX. 55, 56. 

(2.) Let it be well obſerved, that the 
Apoſtle ſuffered all this Hatred and Perſe- 
cution, under the Notion of an Heretick. 
The obſtinate unbelieving Jews, who ſtuck 
cloſe to their Moſaic Rites and Ceremonies, 
and to the Traditions of their own Church, 


: rejecting Chriſt, look'd upon al Chriſtians 
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as Hereticks, (whether Jews or Gentiles by 
Birth) and perſecuted their Religion as an 
Hereſie. So St. Paul himſelf informs us, 
Acts xxiv. 14. in his Defence before the 


Roman Governour, on Occaſion of theſe 


very 


1 62 
very Tumults raiſed againſt him: After 
the Way which They call Hereſie, ſo worſhip I the 
God of my Fathers; believing all Things which 
are written in the Law and the Prophets. Now, 
to compare this with the preſent Caſe ; it 
is notoriouſly known, that the Church oi 
Rome accounts the Proteſtant Doctrine He- 
reſie, and all that profeſs it Hereticks: and 
for much the ſame Reaſon for which the 
Jews efteemed St. Paul and all other Chri- 
ſtians Hereticks; becauſe the Proteſtants 
now, as thoſe Chriſtians then did, ſtick cloſe 


to the Word of God, as their only Rule of 


Faith, and will not admit of their idle (and 
ſometimes blaſphemous) Traditions, nor 
be enſlaved to therr ſuperſtitious Obſervan- 
ces; but embrace Religion in a purer Dreſs, 
and in a clearer Light. It is under this 
falſe Notion of Hereticks, that we are every 
Year excommunicated at Rome; and upon 


by) ro deſtroy us, when they have Power 


owing the deſperate Villany of this Day,

(3.) Let | 
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the Credit of theſe Curſes it is, that Pa- 


piſts not only think it lawful, but account 
it a meritorious Act (as IT ſhall ſhew by and 
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6.) Let it be obſerved, that this Con- 


ſpiracy againſt the Apoſtle, was not merely 
and only the Deſign of a few private Bi- 
gots; but their Chief Prieſts and Elders, the 
Heads of their Charch, and Guides of their 
Conſciences, were conſulted in it; and they 
approved and encouraged it; as appears 
by ver. 14, 15. of this Chapter, compared 
with ver. 20, 21. There is no Room to 
doubt, that theſe Gunpowder Traitors diſ- 
covered their Deſign to (if they were not 
originally pat upon it by) their ſpiritual 
Guides and Superiors; and perhaps they 
had the Encouragement and Bleſſing of the 
Pope himſelf to their intended Villany. And 
that I may not ſeem uncharitable in this, 
we know from Hiſtory (a), that Greg. XIII. 
encouraged Parry to murder Q. El:zabeth 
in 1584. And his Succeſſor Sixtus V. hav- 
ing declared Hen. III. of France an Heretick, 
and deprived of his Royalty, has alſo leſt 
behind him a memorable Speech {6) in the 
College of Cardinals at Rowe, wherein he 
highly extols the Fact of that wicked Monk 
that murdered him, in 1589; comparing 
the Traitor to Eleazar in the Maccabees, and 
to Judith, tor his Zeal againſt the Church's

Treaſons, p. 413, Ce. 
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Enemies. And if ſucceeding Popes did give 
as much Encouragement in the Caſe of K. 
James I. which. we are now ſpeaking of, 
you ſee it would have been zo new Thing for 
the Biſhops of Rome to ſanctifie Murder and 
Treaſon, when they ſerved to the Intereſts 
of that Church. We are told (a), Sir Ea- 
mund Baynham was ſent by the Conſpira- 
tors to P. Paul V; ſome Months before this 
Plot was to be executed, to acquaint him 
with it. Had this Pope frowned upon it, 
they durſt not have gone on: but whether 
He encouraged it or not, the Jeſaits did; 
for ſeveral of them were very active in it; 
and the Provincial (or Principal) of their 
Order here in England, Garnet, moſt de- 
ſervedly ſuffered for it; and fo far the whole 
Body of the Jeſuits own'd the Treaſon, that 
Garnet was honoured (6b) by them as a 
Martyr, and his Name inſerted in red Let- 
ters in their Calendar. | 
(4.) Obſerve, that the dangerous Conſpi- 
racy againſt St. Paul, however ſecretly con- 
trived, and framed with all humane Proba- 
bility of Succeſs, was, through the good

Providence of God, by a remarkable Acci- 
dent, diſcovered and difappointed; when ir 
was ready for Execution the Day following. 
For the Apoſtle's Nephew came to tell it 
to the Chief Captain, at the very Inſtant 
when a Deputation from the Jemiſh Coun- 
cil were attending at the Caſtle, ro get a 
Promiſe that he ſhould be brought down 
to them the next Day, according to their 
wicked Contrivance, to murder him as ke 
came. See ver. 21. of this Chapter. 

By a like merciful Providence of God, 
(which has eſpecially concerned its ſelf in 
the Protection of religious Kings and States, 
profeſſing his holy and eternal Truth, from 
the wicked Conſpiracies and malicious Pra- 
Ctices of all the Enemies thereof; and in 
20 Nation has this appeared more frequent- 
ly than in England;) the Gunpowder Ireaſon 
alſo was effectually diſcovered but the very 
Night before it ſhould have been executed. 
I need not trouble you with the Manner of 
the Diſcovery, it is ſo very well known: 
but we are met here this Day, by Public 
Authority, to bleſs God that it was difcover- 
ed and prevented. 

I have now ſhewn you wherein both 
theſe Plots agree; that. againſt the great 
Preacher, and this againſt the great Defenders 
of our Faith; I ſhould next ſhew you 
wherein they differ. And to avoid being 
tedious, I ſhall inſtance only in oze —_ 
C 0 
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of Difference between them; but 'tis a 
very material one. The Conſpiracy againſt 
St. Paul, tho? a molt bloody, vile, and bar- 
barous Conſpiracy, againſt an innocent, an 
excellent Perſon, an eminent Apoſtle of 
Chriſt, was yet a Conſpiracy againſt the 
Lite but of one ſingle Man: but the Traitors 
of this Nay would, not be. ſo contented. 
The Murder of ohe Mar, tho* he had been 
an Apoſtle, or a Soveraign Prince, was but 
an inconſiderable puny Wickedneſs with 
lem; they aim'd at a more extenſive Horror, 
fix or ſeven hundred Murders at a Blow. 
A Soveraign Prince, his Queen, the Prince 
Roval, all the Proteſtant Nobility and Bi— 
ihops of his Kingdom, and the Flower of 
his Gentry, repreſenting the Commons, in 
Parliament; all to be blown up at once, 
torn Limb from Limb, ſhot up into the 
Air, and fcattered about the Streets, or 
buried in the Ruins of the Houſe they fat 
in; was an Undertaking great in Villany ; 
becoming the Malice of Hell, the Subtilty 
of Jeſe:ts, and the Cruelty of Rome, With 
Regard to he Circumſtance, we may truly 
lay, the World had never feen, or heard, 
or (1 believe) fo much as thought of ſuch 
a monſtrous Project oi Iniquity before. ? 
Give me Leave now to make ſome farther 
Obſervations; more general, relating to the |} 
Church of Rome, and to the Spirit of Po— 


per y;

pery; as well as more particular ones, by 
Way of Application to our ſelves. And, 


I. Let me obſerve to you, that Aſſaſſi- 
nations, Treaſons, and Maſſacres, have all 
along been the «ſal Practice of that Church, 
jor rooting out the Proteſtant Religion, 
which they call Hereſie. To paſs by the 
Murder of Hen. III. and Hen. IV. two Kings 
of France ſucceſſively ; who, tho? themſelves 
Papiſts in Profeſſion, were barbaroully 
ſtabb'd by Popiſh Aſſaſſins, becauſe they 
were ſuſpected of favouring the Proteſtants 
too much, and were not willing to go a! 
the Lengths the Popiſh Faction of thoſe 
Days ſuggeſted in the Perſecution of them, 
Tho? we ſhould paſs by hie, I ſay, we ought 
not to forget the barharous Maſſacre of the 
Proteſtants in that Kingdom, under Charles IX. 
when, in the Compaſs of one Night, or two 
or three Days at moſt, above irt) or forty 
thouſand Proteſtants were ſuddenly and in- 
humanely murdered in cool Blood by the 
Papiſts, on Account of their Religion only, 
If we look nearer Home, how many Re- 
bellions did . that traiterous Party raiſe a- 
gainſt our Hen. VIII. for throwing off the 
Pope's Supremacy ; and againlt Edw. VI. for 
promoting the Proteſtant Religion! How 
many villanous Deſigns did they form (tho' 
God was pleaſed to blaſt them all) againlt 
tne Life of Q. Elizabeth on the fame Ac-

count! Our Hiſtories are fall of theſe Things, 
and they ought never to be forgotten: and 
indeed the Papilts take Care they ſhall nor. 
For almoſt in every Reign they have been 
repeating the like vile Endeavours. In the 
Reign of K. James I. this Gunpowder Trea- 
ſon, and in that of K. Charles I. the Maſſacre 
of above a hundred thouſand Proteſtants in 
Irelaza, (without any Provocation or Pre- 
tence but the Deſtruction of Hereticks, and 
promoting the Cauſe of Popery) puts us 
loudly in Remembrance of them. King 
Charles II. favoured them; yet he could hard- 
ly eſcape their Rage; and there are thoſe 
who think he died by Poyſon at laſt, and 
by their Contrivance, to make Way for the 
other (and the greater) Hope of Rome, their 


Darling James II. who was profeſſedly of 


their own Religion. This Prince proceeded 
openly in their Cauſe; but drove on fo 
talt, through their overhaſty and impetuous 
Counſcls, that he ruined it; and the late 
happy Revolution, to which we owe our 
Deliverance from him, is what the Autho- 
rity of the Nation calls us alſo to comme- 
morate this Day. But when K. Willam, 
that moſt excellent Prince, of glorious and 
immortal Memory, was ſettled on the 
Throne, and under Him the Proje/tant Church 
of Fug land once more in a flouriſhing and 
ſaſe Condition, the Indigaation of the Popiſh 
Party could not bear it; the old Trade of 
| | Mur- 
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Murder was to be revived; and accord- 
ingly a Plot was formed againſt his Life; 
but happily diſcovered ſtill and diſappointed. 
During the late Queen's Reign, they ſeemed 
content without Aſſaſſination Plots ; for they 
were buſied another Way: in {lily pot- 
ſeſſing People with 4 favourable Notion of 
Popery and Papiſts, and inflaming them 
as much as poſſible againſt their Fellow- 
Proteſtants; ſowing Factions and Diviſions 
in the Kingdom; and preparing thoſe 
whom they could impoſe upon, with tender 
Thoughts of the Right of their young 
Maſter abroad, whom they lived in full 
Hopes of bringing in, together with their 
own Religion, by the Power of France 
and the Treachery of ſome amongſt our 
ſelves, whenever the Queen ſhould die: 
And they were willing to let her die in 
Peace, as ſhe had no Son to take the 
Crown up after her; expecting to carry 
their Point by a more plauſible and more 
effectual Afrer-game. The Providence of 
God was pleaſed to blaſt them, however, 
in this Project too. And tho? they have 
not appeared in K. GEORGE's Reign, 
otherwiſe than in promoting Diſcontents, 
ſeditious Tumults, and one open Rebellion, 
which was quickly cruſhed, we know not 
what other Miſchiets they may have in Store, 
nor what Deſigns againſt his Perſon their 
| deſpc- 
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C 14) 
deſperate Cauſe may yet excite them to. 
[ pray God preſerve him from them. For, 


II. Obſerve, that ſuch bloody Practices 
are not only zſual with them, but autho- 
rized by the very Principles of Religion 
in the Church of Rowe. What I ſhall 
ſay upon this Head, ſhall not be from the 
private Writers of their Church, of what 
Note or Eminence ſoever: But from the 
Authority of their Popes, in their moſt 
folema Decrees and Declarations; and 
from their Canon-Law and General Councils, 
which being approved and confirmed by 
divers of their Popes, are to be eſteemed 
authentick Ats of their Religion. And 
ſurely they muſt be fo, when the Autho- 


rity of them is fo ſtrongly ſubicribed to 


in their very Creea, For as P. Pius IV. 
has eſtabliſh'd the Form of their Creed, 
which all their Clergy, and the Heads of 
their monaſtick Orders, are ſolemnly ſworn 
to believe, profeſs, and teach to all under 
their Care: One Article runs thus; (a) 
Tem, All other Matters delivered, defined,

and declared by the ſacred Canons, and ge- 
neral Councils, I do without Scruple receive 
and profeſs, And three or four Lines after 
this, with the foregoing Articles of that 
Creed, are declared to be the true Catholick 
Faith, without which no Man can be ſaved. 
Now then let us ſee how far theſe Au- 
thorities will lead us in the preſent 
Caſe. And, 

(1.) Let it be obſerved, that the Pro- 
teſtant Doctrines being condemned by the 
Council of Trent as Hereſy, a folemn 
Curſe or Anathema is expreſly denounced 
therewith, againſt all that ſhall profeſs or 
hold ſuch Doctrines; and at the Concluſion 
of the ſaid Council, the Curſe is again 
repeated (0) againſt all Hereticks. Now 
as Proteſtants of every kind are declared 
Hereticks, they are all excommunicated, whe- 
ther Princes or Subjects. P. Paul IV. did 
this in general Terms, in a Bull of his, 
(c) which bears Date 1559. wherein he 
excommunicates, not only all who at that 
time were Hereticks; but ſuch as mou 


voveo, &c. [Bulla P. Pii IV. Hjuact am cbt 1564. vid.

But this was too 
flighty Work in Matters of ſuch Conſe- 
quence : ſucceeding Popes thought fit to be 
more particular, and to »ame the Lutherans, 
Calviniſts, Hugonots, and others, in their 
Bulls of Cana Domini; (d) (as they are called) 
which are every Year, about Eaſter, 
ſolemnly repeated and publiſhed at Rome; 
that the Excommunication of Proteſtants,

Obſerve then, in the next Place, 
(. 2.) What follows upon this. Their 
Canon- Lam, by a Conſtitution of P. Ur- 
ban II. determines it to be 20 Murder 
to kill (e) an excommunicate Perſon, out 
of Zeal for the Church. Nor do they 
only hold it lawful, thus to kill Hereticks, 
(whether Kings or Subjects;) but they are 
encouraged ſo to do, by the ſame Canon- 
Law, and their great Lateran Council 
under P. Innocent III. For Catholicks, who 
take upon them the Croſs, (z. e. who 
liſt themſelves Voluntiers in the Service, 


for ſuch bloody Work,) to root out He- 


reticks and deſtroy them, are to enjoy 
the ſame Indulgences, or Privileges from 
the Church (F) as thoſe who went Vo-

luntiers to recover the Holy Land from 
the Turks. Now theſe Indulgences or 
Privileges were, the Promiſe of Heaven, 
and the Rewards of eternal Life, (g) if 
they ſhould die in the Service. And 
P. Innocent III. beſide the Pardon of all 
their Sins, adds generouſly, of his own 
Accord, (h) a more eminent and higher De- 
gree of Glory than others, at the Reſur- 
rection of the Juſt. 

And that ſuch Encouragements are not 
confined to thoſe that raiſe open War 
againſt Hereticks, and the Favourers of 
them; but extend alſo to the private Mar- 
derers of ſuch (pretended) Hereticks ; 
appears by the Itke Encouragements from 
P. Greg. XIII. (in Card. Como's Letter) 
to Parry, t) when he had undertaken to 
murder Q. Eliz2veth; that Pope granting 
him plenary Indulgence, and Remiſſion of all

Well then, if (as I have ſhewa before) - 
all Proteſtants, of what Rank ſoever, are, 
by the Pope's Authority and the Coun- 
cil of Trent, curſed and excommunicate, uns» 
der the Name of Hereticks; and if it be 
a Principle of Religion amongſt Papiſts, to 
believe (as their Canon-Law expreſly 
teaches them) that it is no Murder to 
kill Hereticks, or excommunicate Perſons; 
and if to encouraze them to this, the 
ſame Canon-Law and the Lateran Coun- 
c:] promiſe them the Pardon all their Sins, 
and a more than ordinary Degree of Glory 
in Heaven: Is it not plain, that to kill 
a Proteſtant, (whether King, or Subject,) 
to ſerve the Cauſe of Popery, is held 
not only lawful, but meritorious, by the 
very Principles of the Popiſh Religion ? 
which one would think were enough to 
make any Chriſtian abhor it; and to 
make any prudent Man aiſtruſtful of the 
Practices of thoſe that hold fuch Prin-

III. Therefore, give me leave to obſerve, 
that it is an wnaccountable Madneſs in Pro- 
teſtants, to think favourably of a Religion

ſtained with ſuch dangerous and deteſtable 
Principles. There are too many in the 
Communion of the Church of England, who 
ſeem to look with a very inaifferent 
Eye upon Popery, as if this Religion 
were partly as good as our own: And 
ſuch as theſe would probably, upon a Change 
of Times, when Fear or Intereſt ſtep into 
the Balance, ſoon be brought to think it 
better than our own. They ſeem to be 
ſomewhat at a Loſs, to pitch upon any 
thing in it greatly to be blamed ; except per- 
haps the Latin Prayers: yet ſurely Latin 
Prayers are as good as any, to thoſe that 
mind zo Prayers at all, And perhaps the 
too great Power of the Popiſh Prieſthood 
may not pleaſe them: but upon ſecond 
Thoughts, a debauched ill Man can recon- 
cile himſelf to that, for the fake of that de- 
licate and caſy way they have to ſooth his Con- 
ſcience, and to wipe off his Sins. I don't know 
whether 1-:4ges would fright them: Pictures 
would not; for ſome People can ſcarce be 
eaſy without them in our Proteſlant Church- 
es. The Bible kept up from them in an an- 
knonn Larguage, they can hardly blame, 
that never care to read it in their own. 
But how ſmoothly ſoever ſuch People may 
get over theſe Objections, they either know 
nothing of the Popiſh Religion, or have 
ſtrangely forgot it, who are not frighted 
with the groſs 1dolatry of that Church, in 

Wor- 
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Worſhipping a Wafer for their God, and the 


monſtrous Barbariſm of eating him when 
they've done; or who are not provoked by 
this ſtupid Doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, 
ſocontrary to common Senſe and Poſſibility; 
or that are not naaſeated by the filly Super- 
ſtitions and ridiculous Miracles, their Reli- 
gion and their Books are ſtuffed with; or 
that abhor not the Blaſphemy of their _ 
the Virgin Mary above our Saviour; and - 
making the Pope's Decretals (H of equal Au- 
thority with the written Word of God ; or 
laſtly, (to rake no farther into ſuch an odi- 
ous Heap,) that are not raiſed to a Deteſta- 
tion of thoſe Treaſons, Maſſacres, and Mur- 
ders, which that Church has ſo often pra- 
ctiſed, and ſo very plainly encourages. This 
one laſt Article, well conſidered, might ſurely 
cure that Texderneſs, with which many 
thoughtleſs Proteſtants favour them, as if 
they were a harmleſs, civil People, and no 
Danger at all to be apprehended from them. 
But is there really no Danger, from thoſe 
Who think it a meritorious Act to cut our 
Throats ? — whoſe very Religion teaches them 
lo to think? — And who have fo often 
pradtiſed accordi.ygly towards our Fellow-Pro- 
teſtants? Is it not exceeding Folly, to truſt 
the ſmooth and plauſible Carriage of Peo- 
ple, when perhaps they cannot at ge

hurt us, who were always ready to do us miſ- 
chief when they could, and by the Principles 
of their Religion «ſt and will do it when 
2 they can ? Aſſure your ſelves, that if ever 
1 their young Maſter (the Pretender) ſhould 
b prevail in England, all the Civility of the 
1 Papiſts towards you will be at an End: The 
| Wolf will then throw aſide his Sheeps 
'Y cloathing, and tell you another Story. 
| You muſt either take up their Religion, or 
1 lie at their Mercy; and as a good Man will 
1 never embrace the one, a wiſe Man will ex- 
i pect but little from the other. You muſt 
thank them then if they let you enjoy your 
4 Lives, and a poor Subſiſtence to ſupport 
4 them; for Arbitrary Power will find another 
= way to diſpoſe of your Riches ; their Catho- 
f lick Cauſe may be in Danger, if they do not 
keep you low; and their Conſciences may 
perhaps be burdened, if they don't entirely 
aeſtroy and root you out when they are able. 
Upon the whole, whoſoever heartily loves 
the Church of England as it is by Law eſtabliſh- 
ed, and deſigns to continue ſtedfaſt in the 
Profeſſion of it, will be jealous of every thing 
a Papiſt ſhall inſinuate, either with regard 
to Religion or Politicks. In Points of Re- 
ligion, go to your Bible, and to ſome Pro- 
teſtant Miniſter, to ſee if thoſe things be ſo. 
And in any thing which hey, or their de- 
luded Proteſtant Tools, (for ſuch they have, 
too many of them in this Nation, Who are

aing the Papiſts Drudgery for them, blind- 
told,) ſhall ſuggeſt againſt K. Georpe's Title,
